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FOR GOOD GOVERNMENT 


Large Audiencé Gathered in Town Hall 
and Heard Bright Addresses. 


About 400 persons of the town joined 
last Sunday evening in holding a meet- 
ing in the interest of good government. 
The meeting was elt in the Town hall, 
and from the attendance it is quite 
evident thatthe citizens of this town 
will endeavor to keep the sale of intox- 
icating liquor from blemishing her name. 

Judge George H. Poor presided. 
Seated on the stage were Rev. Frank R. 
Shipman, Rev. F, A. Wilson, Rev. Fred- 
eric Palmer, Rev. A. IT. Belknap, Supt. 
Corwin F. Palmer, Prin. A. E. Stearns, 
Judge Charles U. Bell, Colver J. Stone, 
Principal Peirce of Punchard, Represen- 
ative John N. Cole, and Selectman S. H.. 
Bailey. 

A pleasant feature of the evening was 
the singing’ by the choir of the Free 
church of the anthem ‘The Sun shall be 
no more by Day”, by Woodward. 

In his opening remarks Judge Poor 
said that Andover will undoubtedly al- 
ways be atemperance town. He urged 
upon the citizens the necessity of elect- 
ing the best men to office. He de- 
nounced self seekers and those who try 
to thrust themselves into office as not 

worthy of support. 

Colver J. Stone in a short address 
said that it was the duty of all to be 
on their guard against evils which 
menace highest manhood and woman- 
hood. He declared that neither polit- 
ical machines.” rings, nor bosses can oft- 
set the intluence of good men 
| Principal Stearns of Phillips Academy 
spoke of thé etfect of good and bad 
government upon the youth of the 
land. He pointed out that all human 
progress is dependent upon obedience 
to law and that..wherever there is the 
greatest obedience to law there will be 
the truest liberty. 

He called attention to the responsi- 
bility, which rests upon all American 
citizens to see that the laws ‘are en- 
forced, a responsibility which exists in 
no other lands. . " : : 

He said that no person is more.given 
to imitation than a young man -or 
woman. “Youth looks to us for inspi- 
ration, The natural instinct of yodih is 
“to disregard law,—not td disobey it, but 
;to disregard it. If young men, there- 
| fore, see laws set aside, winked at, 
| trifled with or scoffed at, they begin to 
experience repugnance, then gradually 
come to feel that the majesty of the 
law_ is— after —all} -not- so~ wonderful. 
Worst of all is the resulting effect upon 
the moral nature of the young men. 
Sham and trickery when once devel- 
oped, especially in the plastic age of 
youth, are hard. to eradicate. 

“T believe the greatest danger-in this 
country 1s not in anarchy or trusts, 
but in the criminal indifferences of the 
educated masses. Calamities are gen- 
erally brought about by carelessness or 
criminal disregard of law. In our ma- 
terial prosperity we are satisfied to 
let things go as they are. We should 
not be indifferent to the enforcement 
of law, forin so doing we are causing 
youth to go wrong. It is time that 
' all realized that laws must be enforced.” 

Representative John N. Cole was then 
called upon and explained his reason for 
voting against the bill providing for the 
payment of one-half instead of one-quar- 
ter of the liquor license money to the 
state, the bill advocated by Gov. Bates. 
Mr. Cole said that in so doing he was de- 
fending the integrity of this town as 
well as towns similar to this. Fé said 
it was the duty _of every iudividual to 
help bear the expense of the special de- 
| partment for which this money Is _in- 
/ tended. He called attention to the fact 
| that had this bill gone through, no- 
| license towns would have indirectly re- 
ceived money obtained from the liquor 
traftic, and thus benefitted from the 
vote for license after they had delib- 
erately voted against it.

The meeting was opened by John N. 
Cole who said ‘that the club had invited 
those present to listen to advice and ex- 
planations from experts on the proposed 
improvements. He said thai they would 
present one side of the question but he 
hoped that everyone would feel’ free to 
speak for or against the changes He 
said that the chairman of the school 
board had gone to a great deal of trouble 
to study the advantages derived from 
such a plant and that he would explain 
fully his opinion in the matter. 

Mr. Alden said in part: ‘I can prob- 
ably give no fuller account than ap- 
peared in the Townsman but might goa 
little more into detail. The school com- 
mittee have been up against three prob- 
lems-for several years. First, accommo- 
dation in the public schools; second, 
heating and ventilating Punchard; and 
third, finding convenient room for the 
kindergarten children. At present the 
latter are accommodated in a building 
owned by ©. Chapman, for which the 
town pays $108 a year for rent. Outside 
of the kindergarten other classes are 
cramped for room, there not being room 
enough to accommodate children of 
higher grades.” 

“It is necessary and essential,” he 
said, “that we should have more im- 
proved sanitary arrangements as today, 
with two or three hundred children in a 
school building, the accommodation is 
not only insufficient, but unhealthy. 
The committee on looking over Pun- 
chard found that asimall room could be 
built in the basement but it would ve 
inadequate and _inconvenient..The only 
Way that the proper sanitaries could be 
installed would be to have the heating 
come from outside the building as in the 
proposed central plant. Further,” he 
said, “the present heating arrangements 
at Punchard are inadequate as new 
rooms have been added since the fur- 
haces were installed.

“The sanitaries,” he said, “are a dis- 
grace to Andover and something should 
be done at once to improve them and if 
money is spent, spend it in a permanent 
way. If the furnaces in Punchard and 
the boiler in the John Dove were re- 
moved there would be sufficient room for 
the proposed arrangements. By building 
a new heating plant allowance could be 
made for cessary school accommoda- 
tions by making the building one story 
high and using this story for school ac- 
commodations. It seems the wisest } 
to: build this , plant at the rear of 
Jolin’ Dove’ school as it will be almost’ 
midway between Punchard .and Stowe 
schools” mre LN ae ee?

He contjnued by. saying that it would 
cost $45,000 to complete the work but 
this is hardly“a fair statement as these 
figures include everything connected 
with heating, ventilating, piping, tbe 
erection of a® boiler house and fittings, 
sanitaries for the three centre schools, 
and the Indian Kidge and _ Bradlee 
schools .would be looked after with the 
same money. In closing, Mr. Alden said 
that it would not be difticult to connect 
the schools for sanitary purposes. 

Mr. Alden then introduced Mr. Kim- 
ball, an expert engineer in the line of 
heating, who told of the success which 
las come from plants of a similar nature 
as the one proposed by the school com- 
mittee, He said that at Dartmouth col- 
lege, Mt. Holyoke college, Oberlin col- 
lege, Groton school, and at Phillips 
academy the central heating plant sys- 
tem is instailed and good results have 
come from tiem. Mr. Kimball said that 
he was not predjudiced for a single 


boiler for each school or one plant for | 


the three schools but he thought that 
something should be done to put things 
in better shape. 


“In Punchard,”’ 


he said, “the present | 


method of heating is entirely inefficient | 
for so large a school building since the | 


annex was built, and the ventilation is 
far from what it should be. The boiler 
in the John Dove school is almost worn 
out and ina short time another would 
have to be put in its place at the cost of 
not Jess than $1000.

It-issunneceggary at this time to review 
our work, for all who have kept in touch 
with it in any way, either by finaficial 
help-or friendly interest, are aware that 
the influence of the Society has -been 
felt in the development’ of the town in 
| ways of which we hardly dreamed at. the 
beginning. eae 

It often happens that work started in 
the. nafllre of an experiment develops 
unexpected possibilities ; this has been 
true with us, and during the past year 
the Directors who,have been on the in- 
spection committee for 
home gardens have become convinced 
that here we have entered upon a work 
that is to do much .toward makipg.a 
more beautiful town. 

If we can in some measure inspire in 
the coming generation that love o 
flowers which isso marked a character- 
istic of the English people, we shall 
have, made a distinct advance. 

This year many children have planted 


gardens who never before had done so, | 
the | 


doubtless tempted somewhat by 
offer of prizes which loomed large in 
their childish minds, and by the cheap- 
ness of the seeds. 


But whatever the cause it is a source 


of congratulation to us. 

A stranger driving about Andover last 
fall, was so impressed by these glowing 
gardens that she exclaimed, “Why, bow 
many flower gardens you have here,” 
j and it was the gardens of the children 
| in many cases which redeemed an other- 

wise barren waste. 

Many touching stories have been told 
|us of their struggles and discourage- 
ments.
